Ar their meeting on Saturday last the 
British Minister at Peking and the 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce arrived at an understanding as 
to what would be a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the Const Trade Drawbacks 
question. And itis to be hoped that the 
solation of the matter will be obtained 
in the manner suggested by Sir John 
Walsham, So far as we have learned, 
the Imperial Customs Department hes, 
at all events in late years, been work- 
ing smoothly with the mercantile com- 
munity, and the higher officials in it 
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Lave shown every desire to facilitate 
busiuess within the limits of the Treaty 
of Tientsin. The concessions asked for 
by the mercantile community do not 
after all amount to much, aud they are 
founded on equitable grounds. ‘Tlie de- 
sire is that the Coast Trade Drawbacks 
should be placed on the same footing 
as in the case of Drawbacks for import 
duty on foreign goods retxported toa 
foreign country or to another Treaty 

rt. That they must be applied for 
hin twelve months after arrival of 
the produce at the port of reintry ; 
are not exchangeable for ready money 
aud are only available for paymout of 
other const ‘rade Duties at the port 
of issue, ave, as Sir John Walsham 
summarised the matter, the grievances 
of which merchants complain and which 
they wish to have redressed. As a 
matter of fact the trade on the coast 
having passed we may say altogether 
into the hands of Chinese traders, they 
are the body who chiefly suffer from 
tho present system of dealing with 
these drawbacks. The disadvantages 
to which Chinese merehauts are subject 
of course react on foreign traders, and 
have, to some extent a prejudicial effect 
on the general commerce of the coun- 
try. We have no infortaation as’ to 
the annual amount of these drawbacks, 
hut whatever it may be, and whatever 
loss and inconvenience the issue of them 
on the terms which would satisfy the 
Charaber would involve, would be more 
than compensated by the incvease in 
the const trade which the additional 
facilities would bring. Any loss which 
the customs would apparently suffer 
would in a very short time be made up 
by the stimulas to coast shipments which 
would follow. ‘ho reception of Coast 
Trade Drawback, or any daties at an 
open port Custom House cannot, as 
far ns wo can see, involv any appreci- 
able loss to the Customs revenue. It 
might entail some extra trouble to the 
staff, but even that would disappear in 
alittle time. It may bo true that the 
loss which the preseut system involves 
to tho foreign trade is very small, con- 
sidering the amount of the trade and 
the total of duties which are paid during 
the year, But though tho percentage 
on the whole duties paid at the Cus- 
toms which the present system adds is 
very smatl on the whole collection, the 
Customs Authorities should bear in 
mind that the loss now imposed on mer- 
chants by the way in which Const Draw- 
backs are granted, their irredeemable 
nature, except as payment for other 
Coast Drawbacks, and only at the port 
of issue,—may and undoubtedly do 
make the grievances complained of fall 
heavily on a large number of individual 
native shippers. What may be said to 
be a small percentage of loss on 








the aggregate trade, falls heavily on 
numbers of emall trader, and deters 
or prevents them from operating. The 
general effect of this on the Coast Trade 
is considerable ; though it is made up 
of many small ard it may be insigni- 
ficant cases. In this asina great many 
other things in life, and especially in 
commercial matters, the old saying is 
true, that every little makes a mickle. 
And in this which is especially the day 
of small things, so far as profits on 
trade go, we have little doubt that the 
Customs will meet the wishes of the 
mereantile community, and reform the 
system of Coast Drawbacks in the spirit 
and scope of the solution which Sir 
John Walsham suggested to the Com- 
mittee of the Chamber. ‘The new 
British Minister could not begin his 
official career in China more acceptably 
to the general mercantile community 
than by obtaining from the Customs 
these improvements iu the Coast Draw- 
back systema, and, happily, the presence 
here of the Inspector General offers n 
favourable opportunity for the discas- 
siou of the complaints of the merchants, 
and for their settlement.

Wo then return (in the 
Blue-book) to the uegotintions for 
penoe, whic we find began in February 
1885 with a telegram from Sir Robert 
Hart to Mr. Campbell; aud passing 
over this importaut episode, come to 
a weighty despatch from Lord Salisbucy 
to the Board vf ‘Trade, pointing out 
that our Government had arged the 
most-favoured-nation clause in relation 
to the proposed reduced lund tariff, but 
suggesting to the Board whether, 
“having regard to the greater cost of 
lnnd carriage, the reduction will be 
such as to give any advantage to mor- 
cbandise imported into China from 
Vongking over goods landed at the 
Vrenty porte.” ‘The Board of ‘rade 
replied with considerable firmness, 
They first pointed out that the new 
treaty seemed to give exclusive rights 
to Frenchmen aud resideuts in Tong- 
king to travel and trade across the 























Yongking froutier, which was a 
contravention of existing English 
treaties with Chinn, Then they 


objected altogether to the reduced Land 


Tariff. It meant “diverting trade from | ‘p, 


ite uatural channels by sen to a more 
expensive route by land.” “ Under 
cover of such a cliuse, it would not be 
dificult for the French aud Chivess 
governments to give a bounty on trade 
by the land froutior as compared with 
the Treaty Ports, and « bounty which 
would be effective wfter deducting the 
extra cost of « route naturally less 
suitable.” Besides whicl en if the 
presont case were unimportant in its 
practioal consequences, the principle 
volved iu it is ull-important. IE stipu- 
lations for equal treatment in the 
matter of duties are to be made to 
depend on, aud to vary with, the cost of 
trausit, thore is an ond of any certainty 
g of sacl 
stipulatios.” It is refreshing to fiud a 
Government departwment with so much 
backbone. With a view of thoroughly 
‘aposting Lord Sulisbary on the propable 
effect of the new treaty on Britieh 
trade with south-western Caius, Mr. 
O'Couor applied to Consal Chris. 
Gardner aud Cousal ©. F. R. Allen 
for reports ou the subject, and their 
reports are really the most valuable por 
tion of the Blue Bovk, aud we there- 
foro reprint them in fall below. ‘The 
couolasion drawn from them by Mr.

LADY DUFFERIN’S FUND. 
In August last the prosprotus of the 
National Assovintion for supplying 
medical nid to woman in India was 
issued. The iden origiuated with the 
Queen, but the Association Ins from 
ite commencement been known as the 
Countess of Dufferin’s Fond, in 
honour of the lady to whom its starting 
was duc, Its objects aro to provide 
scholarships for women under leuition 
or training, to give gran to 
institutions that provide sativfuctorily 
for medical training, aud for the pur. 
pose of proca nthe Gest instanoe, 
from Europo ay 
wumber of skilled medical 
adequate snluries, In time it is hoped 
that the Tn u medical schoolw will 
Uemselves furnish all that is requiréd 
in this respect, A Central aud some 
district Committees were forthwith 
appointed, aud the work of 1 
sufficient funds to start the under 
taking was at once commenced, In an 
article contributed by herself to the April 

F the Asiudic Quarterly Review, 
Lady Dufferin tells what bay been done 
and explaing the nime and methods of 
the Assvciation, Concerning the inten= 
tious and prospects uf the work, Lady

woman alone would be extremely de- 
sirable, even if it went no further, It 
is not possible in au article like this to 
give more examples of their malprne- 
tices. ‘Ihe above represents w system 
and is not an isolated cas 
some idea of the terrible 
the ordinary midwife, and of the grent 
negessity there ix to improve her wnd it 
expluius why Ladvoonte doing all we oxn 
with the material that we bave at hand, 
ignorant and prejudiced though it be.” 
A systom which provides such active 
treatment as jumping on patients, we 
scarcely say, wants improvement off 
the face of the earth, ‘Lhe Association 
further desires to promote sanitary 
inatruction in girly’ schools, to nid in 
the publication of primers aud of smnll 
books in various Innguages which may 
be useful to women in zounnar, Lady 
Daiferin says :—Tbo proposals aro mo- 
dest indeed, aud our uspicutions do uot 
soar much higher than our programme, 
whoso wings aro weighted by financial 
considerations ; but it must be remem- 
bered that the efforis made by the 
central committee are only «small 
part of the work doing throughout the 
country in furtherance of the aims of 
the National Association, In Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal, the Punjab, the North- 
West Provinces, in Mysore, and in 
Burma, the work ig going on, and 
Assam, which is unable to form a 
bravoh, is about to seud students to 
Calcutta, 

As soon as the Association was pro- 
posed in India it received cordial sup- 
‘om English Indies of the highest 
position, and the Princes and Chiefs 
all over the land came eagerly forward 
to help it. ‘The extracts we bave given 
from Lady Dufferin’s article show that 
in one branch at least of female training 
groat improvement is wanted. Lady 
Dufferin sees clearly that in a large 
country like India the natives must 
supply most of the medical men and 
women, “they must be vatives, and 
the better equipped these are the 
better for the people among whom 
they practice.” Gud hopes are en- 
tertained that the prospect of an 
honourable, useful, and remuuerative 
onreer may induce considerable numbers 
of Iudian women to atudy and train 
themselves for medioal work. Custe 
will te some extent lessen the number 
of these, nud Lndy Dufferin eaye that it 






















































will only be from-women of the lowest 
castes that nurses and midwives can 
be obtained. But part at least of U 
difficulty has been met at Mndras, 
where a lnrge caste hospital has been 
established, by mauificent dountions 
from gentlemen, au example that 
will doubtless be followed in some 
of the other great cities. ‘There are 
ns yet native medical women, 
but there are forty female medical 
students. ‘The influence of the narsing 
members of the English sisterhoods, 
especially in Bombay, is having some 
effect on the native female id, and 
as the Indian ladies come to know more 
genorally thun they now do that English 
ladies of refinement, of birth, aud, in not 
of fortune also, give 
their lives to nursing the sick, they may 
cense to ounsider this work as belonging 
to the lower castes. Indian men of posi- 
i ve welcomed and helped the work, 
proving that malgre caste and 
ent forms of error there is a good 
deal of hamanity in buman

which ho is employed, and U 
Censors is required tw call npon one of the

‘The precautions that are thus provided 
are strict enough, but the clerks 
fruitful in the eonevetion uf tricky devices, 
and regard the security Louda given by 
them as mere nominal documents, instances 
being known in which they coutinne to 
nerve for ten or more yeas without beine 
changed, others goi far as to tnke up 
their permanent xbode in the capital and 
relurn a false place of domicile.

With respoct to drawbacks, they were of 
threo kinds, as pointed ont in the Momo- 
randum attached to the Report of the 
Chamber of Commerce for 1884. It ap- 
peared, however, that the complaints of 
the mereai unity had reference 
chief entailed by what. 
were known as Coast Trade Drawhacka, on 
the geonnds :— 

1.—That they must be applied for with- 
in twelve mouths after arrival of the pro- 
duce nt the port of regutry, 

2—That they are not exchangeable for 
ready money, ax in the case of Diawbucks 
for import duty on foreign goods redxported 
toa foreign country or to another Treaty 
Port. 

3.—That they are available only for pay- 
went of other coast Trade Duties at the 
Sir John said that he concurred with tho 
Committeo in considering that the com- 
plaint of the Mercantile Community on 
this head was well founded, and he would 
use his best efforts to sid in obtaining » 
remedy for what in the majority of in- 
stances must cause not only serious in 
convenience to the exporter, but also no 
inconsiderable loss. Perhaps a solution 
of tho difficulty might be found by making 
the bonds for these drawhacks the equi- 
valent of cash, or by allowing them to bo 
held ay payable for any duties at an Open 
Port Custom House, 

The Chairman replied that he thought 
this would be so.
